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It’s Time Indeed 
To Use ‘Backbone’ 


With the unhappy spectacle of New 
Orleans being played out before a world 
audience which does not sympathize, 

. voices of reason continue to be heard in 
Georgia. 

Yesterday, for instance, City School 
Supt. John W. Letson said he holds a 
“great faith” that Atlanta will resolve 
its onrushing crisis “without destroying 
its public school system” and “without 
the turmoil that has beset Little Rock, 
Virginia and now Louisiana.” He pleaded 
that we learn from their experiences. 

We share Dr. Letson’s faith. We are 
reassured by reaffirmations by legislative 
leaders Carl Sanders and Frank Twitty 
that public education will continue in 
Georgia. We trust that both of them are 
noting well that the Louisiana Legisla- 
ture’s futile gestures have brought trag- 
edy to New Orleans. 

Sen. Sanders indeed gave everyone 
concerned — including our lawmakers — 
some awfully good advice in Atlanta yes- 
terday. “We need people with more back- 
bone and less jawbone to deal with this 
school issue,” he declared. We've had 
plenty of “jawbone” but we've got the 
“backbone,” too, in the Sibley Commis- 
sion Report which awaits action. 

Rep. Twitty told the same group that 
“We are not going to have the school 
children roaming the streets of Atlanta— 
or Camilla.” 

But they are roaming the streets of 
New Orleans along with an unruly mob— 
testimonial to lack of foresight and the 
“backbone” which could have prevented 
it. And Atlanta’s Police department wisely 
has observers on hand as a precaution 
against what might happen here. 

It is indeed time for “backbone” and 
less “jawbone.” It must not and need 
not happen here.

California has picked up more than five 
million people, eight House seats and eight 
electoral votes. Florida has gained almost 
two million and four electoral votes. Ar- 
kansas, which is losing population faster 
than any other state, is down to two votes. 
Sixteen other states lose one or more. 


While the electoral college never re- 
flects exact shifts in population, it does 
change every 10 years. The 28 million peo- 
ple added in the past decade now will be 
considered. It is quite in contrast with 
Georgia’s unit system which has taken no 
account of population changes in almost 
half a century.

Ike’s Overseas Cutbacks 
Are ‘Shock Treatment’ 


President Eisenhower had the unhappy 
duty yesterday of announcing drastic 
moves to reduce persistent deficits in the 
U.S. international balance of payments. 
Such a step had become necessary: be- 
cause of continued pressures on the dol- 
lar’s position as reflected in gyrations in 
the gold market. 


We sincerely hope the moves will not 
result in too much resentment on the part 
of our Western allies. We regret the de- 
sired results could not have been achieved 
through voluntary cooperation. 


The President’s seven-point program 
calling for greater sharing of free-world 
defense costs by our allies and cutbacks 
in U.S. spending and personnel overseas 
doubtless will create considerable shock 
abroad. Few believed that the shock treat- 
ment was necessary but all agree that in- 
tegrity of our currency must be protected 
if we are to meet our foreign commit- 
ments and maintain a healthy economy. 


Meanwhile, the Soviet Union has an- 
nounced plans to challenge the dollar as 
international currency. Revaluaiton of the 
ruble at $1.11 is a bold assertion that it 
is worth more than the dollar. 


U.S. economic strength and the dollar 
are not yet in serious danger. Let us hope 
that the President’s action will restore 
full confidence in our currency without 
major damage to our foreign-policy pro- 
grams. We and our allies know that the 
United States cannot revert to isolation- 
ism but cooperation must be reciprocal.

Noteworthy Exception

WASHINGTON—It is quite understandable 
that Catholics voted substantially for President- 


elect Kennedy. Any other minority would be | , 

It is evident that Kennedy received a consider- 
ably higher percentage of votes in areas of high Catholic population 
than Democratic candidates usually receive, far greater than ever 


went to Adlai Stevenson. 

The fact that Kennedy held 
most of the South and carried 
several predominantly Protestant 
states suggests that the religious 
issue was a net asset, not a net 
liability. 

In the American elections this 
year the religious issue showed 
itself elsewhere. In the race for 
the Puerto Rican governorship 
all of the issues which were pres- 
ent but muted in the presidential 
campaign were sharp and tangi- 
ble and out in the open. 

In Puerto Rico the issue was 
propelled into the election by the 
Catholic hierarchy, not by the 
candidates or by the small num- 
ber of Protestants who live 
there. The three Catholic bish- 
ops of Puerto Rico read two pas- 
toral letters from their pulpits 
‘forbidding’ members of the 
church—about 90 per cent of the 
population—to vote for Gov. Luis 
Munoz Marin and decreeing that 
disobedience would be a ‘‘sin.”’ 

This clerical intervention on 
American soil and its effects 
have some bearing on the prob- 
lems Kennedy might have to 
face. They tend to confirm one 
statement which Kennedy often 
made and call into some doubt 
two other Kennedy assurances. 

He said many times he was 
sure that American Catholics 


would not take voting orders on 


how to vote. Well, the Puerto 
Rican Americans showed with a 
vengeance that they wouldn't 
take such. orders. 

But the pastoral letters could 
give Kennedy some concern. He 
often remarked that he was con- 
fident his church would not bring 
any pressures to bear on him 
and he said that he could not 
conceive that there could be any 
conflict between his loyalty to 
his oath of office and his con- 
science as a Catholic. 


The Catholic bishops of Puerto 
Rico did bring pressure to bear 
against their chief of state and 
they sought to enforce that pres- 
sure by trying to control the 
votes of members of the church. 


It is reassuring that it didn’t 
work, that these American voters 
refused to be told. I suspect that 
most Catholic laymen in the U.S. 
dissent from and resent this 
clerical intervention. It helps us 
to see that the “religious issue” 
is not a matter of theology but 
a matter of the proper role of 
the church and its clergy in 
temporal affairs. There is a vast 
difference between the right of 
advocacy, which should be de- 
nied no one, and the right to 
“forbid.”

Somewhere this night in this city, or in this state, parents will remember 
in pravers a son or daughter that perished as flames burned the breath of life 
Years hedge hurt, but longing never 


leaves. Sand of time runs, tides turn, the world rotates, but constant is the company of a child's 

cherished memory. Mothers can always remember the smile of a lost love and many keep dresses, 
or dolls, of a daughter. Fathers cannot forget certain movements of a son, and talking about a boy 
after he is gone, they can hunt down an old ball or bat.

Then, I quickly add, no situa- 
tion, regardless of how hope- 
less it looks to you, is beyond 
the help of God’s power. God 
can take our shattered dreams, 
broken hearts and put them 
back together again. 


As the good Lord knows, being a parent isn’t easy under any circumstances. 
I for one, never expected to feel sorry for the parents of smart children. But 
the more I see of the mothers. and fathers of the gifted, genius or near-genius 


child, the more I am reminded of the funny and touching plight of the old dominecker hen in the 


Third Reader who hatched a duckling. You remember? 


She rejoiced, of course, at the phenomenal 


“and totally unexpected talents of her offspring. But she was hard put, poor thing, to know what to 


do with him. 

Her pride at seeing him skim 
‘over the surface of the farm 
pond was naturally diluted by 
.fear that he was going “‘beyond 
his raising’ and that, in the 
final analysis, no good would 
come of getting his feet off the 
ground. 

For that reason I have ob- 
served with a great deal of 
sympathy and admiration the 
efforts of parents and educators 
in Atlanta’s newly organized 
Metropolitan Association for 
Gifted Children. They are seeking 
with all the energy and intelli- 


gence at their command to find 
how best to use the God-given 
abilities of their fairly remark- 
able children, how to educate 
them without making smart- 
alecks or odd-balls out of them, 
how to provide so-called “‘nor- 
mal’ lives for them without 
wasting their above-normal 
minds and talents. 


In their search, these parents 
and their far-sighted, sympa- 
thetic friends in the public 
schools, have called on all the 
experts they can find. 


The other night the eminent 
psychiatrist, Dr. William Rot-

tersman, talked to them and if 
any of them had any lingering 
fear that special children aren’t 
worth special classes, their 
speaker effectively dispelled it. 
Dr. Rottersman made it seem 
like their patriotic duty to de- 
velop and expand with all dis- 
patch their children’s good 
minds. 


“It is tragic,”” he said, “that 
at the same time that our very 
national existence depends upon 
our resources of brains, our cul- 
ture does not manifest a great 
respect for the mind. It was 
Plato who was said to have ob- 
served that man cultivates that 
which he most values. Educa- 
tion is a largely uncultivated 
field in the United States in re- 
cent decades, perhaps because 
it is not highly valued.” 

He had some figures on the 
Russian emphasis on mathe- 
matics and physics. He spoke of 
the “problem of procuring 
brains’’ in business and the pro- 
fessions and he suggested that 
as a start in improving our 
educational processes we pro- 
vide special classes for gifted 
children—“‘our best insurance 
for the future of our country— 
with the proper environment to 
realize their potentialities.” 

In closing he quoted Dr. Karl 
Menninger concerning _intelli- 
gence: “It has the qualities of 
eternity. When the tumult and 


tains and the kings depart, 
thought remains. No great na- 
tion has ever put its confidence 
in thought; steel has always 
been preferred. Perhaps that is 
only because our earth is young, 
our civilization is still green. 
We are older now, and should 
be wiser.”’ 

The time may come when we 
will be very proud of the efforts 
these parents and educators are 
making not to ground the 5,000

A death sentence was imposed 
Wednesday on a Negro pedestrian 
who shot and killed a Negro truck 
driver for allegedly driving too 
close to him on Lee Street, SW, 
last August.

The educator emphasized, 


however, that this and other dis- 
advantages of women’s organi- 
zations are more than balanced 
by certain advantages. He said 
that a primary advantage of 
such groups is that. “‘women 
are, more often than men, free 
from occupational and _ profes- 
sional demands which leave lit- 
tle time for community plan- 
ning and club work.” 
ELIMINATE DISADVANTAGE 
Speaking at a session of the 
community improvement semi- 
nar sponsored by, among other 
groups, the General Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, Dr. Payne 
enumerated other advantages, 
and pointed out that planning 
can help eliminate the disad- 
vantages. He emphasized that 
the remarks apply to women’s 
clubs of all sorts, not specifi- 
cally or solely to the GFWC.

RESENTMENT BUILDS UP 


He suggested that on the other 
side of the ledger is a tendency 
to “build up resentment against 
those forces which hamper them 
in community matters. 


“Sometimes,” Dr. 
pointed out, “‘women allow this 
resentment to color their ac- 
tions.”’ 


Another disadvantage, he be- 
lieves, is that women must 
often think of how their actions 
will reflect upon the men in 
their lives, and may be ham- 
pered in this respect. 


“Husbands, fathers and even 
brothers,”’ Dr. Payne said, ‘‘feel 
that women should, either di- 
rectly or indirectly, tailor their 
comments and actions to the 
requirements under which they 
—the men—must operate. This 
means that the average woman 
is less of a free agent in com- 
munity affairs than is usually 
the case with her husband, 
father or other’ responsible 
male.” 


TIMIDITY OBSERVED 


He added that, for whatever 
reasons, there is to be observed 
a general timidity in the opera- 
tion of most women’s clubs, re- 
sulting in a tendency to avoid 
creative controversy and a free 
flow of give-and-take argument 
and discussion.

Doctors Cite 
Chronic Ills 
As Inherited 


NEW YORK (WNS) — Many 
mysterious chronic illnesses 
which doctors find difficult to 
diagnose are inherited ‘‘metab- 
olic diseases,’ recent research 
indicates. 


They are genetic defects, 
passed on through new genera- 
tions because of modern medi- 
cal skills in keeping babies, 
who used to die of these ill- 
nesses, alive into adulthood. 


More than 300 such inborn 
metabolic diseases are now on 
record, reports the current is- 
sue of “Patterns of Disease,” 
a survey for physicians. 


They affect children primari- 
ly, causing disorders as un- 
related as diabetes, idiocy and 
cystic fibrosis. They also affect 
adults, sometimes sporadically 
as in the case of gout—more 
than half of all gout victims 
have a family history of the 
disease — and cause diarrhea, 
weakness, and weight loss. 


Metabolism refers to the 
body’s ability to convert food 
materials, oxygen, and other 
ingested material into body tis- 
sues and energy. 


“Since many metabolic de- 
fects can be treated if caught 
early, the primary problem 
now is proper diagnosis,” states 
“Patterns.” ‘“‘And there has 
been a dramatic increase in 
research in this field in recent 
years.

Traditional Birds Are in Ovens and in Season

Nothing like an old-fashioned 
Thanksgiving dinner 
you realize you've got a lot to 
be thankful for. And whether 
you serve turkey, duckling or 
pheasant, you will be following 
up the American tradition. 


In the days when the family 
went by sleigh to grandmother's 
house. the turkey was a mag- 
nificent bird, big enough to 
feed a houseful of the 
whole weekend.

Now you can buy turkeys to 


meet any demand. You'll find 
birds as large as any grand- 
mother ever cooked and some 


as small as 6 pounds. 


Butter is the natural basting 
agent to use, just as it is for the 
whole bird. It prevents the tur- 
key juices from drying out, pl'is 
adding its own succulence. For 
a delicious accent, just before 
serving, place a large pat of 
butter on the turkey breast. The 
butter gives a lustrous  high- 
light as it melts.down the sides. 


Although many homemakers 
prefer to prepare the turkey in 
foil, perhaps the old-fashioned 
method of roasting and basting 
it is still a little tastier and 
more flavorful. Or maybe it’s 
just the idea that the bird is 
being prepared by the method 
that grandmother once used.

If you are baking the tur- 
key without stuffing, the aver- 
age time is approximately 15 
to 18 minutes per pound. 


Estimating exact cooking time 
of a turkey has always Deen 
guesswork because the time de- 
pends on size and age, and age 
is not always easy to ascer- 
tain. 


There is one method for de- 
termining the age of the tur- 
key the day before the bird is 
roasted. The gizzards hold the 
secret. Place the gizzard, neart 
and neck in a saucepan, barely 
cover with cold water, heat to 
boiling, cover tightly, reduce 
heat and simmer until gizzard 
can be pierced with a fork as 
easily as cold mush—this may 
require 3 to 4 hours. Now, add 
1 hour to time it took to cook 
gizzard tender, and that will 
be the approximate time re- 
quired to roast turkey. 


Although the turkey may be 
roasted without dressing, most 
folks anticipate the dressing as 
eagerly as the turkey. Allow 1 
cup of dressing per pound of 
dressed weight, or 142 cups per 
pound of ready-to-cook weight.
